THE future of schools with 
falling pupil numbers will 
be reviewed under plans by 
cash-strapped Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council. 

The council said primary 
schools with fewer than 50 
pupils for three years and 
high schools with fewer 
than 500 students could be 
reviewed under a new policy. 

The new schools trans¬ 
formation policy, which 
includes an organisation re¬ 
view panel for Powys’s pri¬ 
mary and secondary schools, 
was approved by the county 
council’s cabinet this week. 

Bosses say the new rules 
reflect “educational prior¬ 
ities and the current eco¬ 
nomic climate”. 

Cabinet Member for ed¬ 
ucation, Councillor Arwel 
Jones said: “The transfor¬ 
mation policy is a key stra¬ 
tegic plan that sets out the 
council and its key partners’ 
vision for education for the 
next three years. 

“It gives residents a clear 
understanding of what the 
council intends and what 
results they can expect. 

“The plan also clearly 
states the need to reorgan¬ 
ise primary, secondary and 
post 16 sectors to ensure 
affordability, sustainability 
and leadership capacity. 

“The new review criteria 
include significant changes 
to the previous policy but re¬ 
flects changing educational 
priorities and the current 
economic climate.” 

The new policy will be im¬ 
plemented with immediate 
effect. 

Man set for 
court over 
dog attack 

A MAN will appear in court 
next week after a puppy was 
savaged by a dog in a Welsh¬ 
pool car park. 

The man, who has not 
been named, was questioned 
by Dyfed-Powys Police 
under the Dangerous Dogs 
Act 1991. 

It comes after a puppy 
was attacked in the Berriew 
Street car park in Welshpool 
on July 13. 

The puppy suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries and underwent 
lengthy treatment. 

Police spokeswoman Sian 
George said the owner of 
the offending dog had been 
interviewed and had now 
been charged and will ap¬ 
pear at Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday 
next week. 


French village's tributes to poet recognised 



Poet - Wilfred Owen 


HE is the Oswestry-born poet who 
brought the horror of the trenches 
to the awareness of millions. 

And to mark Armistice Day, a 
Frenchman and his village are to 
be recognised for helping to hon¬ 
our his name. 

Jacky Dummy is the mayor of 
Ors, the village close to where 
Wilfred Owen died on November 
4 ,1918, during the crossing of the 
Sambre-Oise Canal, a week before 
the Great War ended. 

It has been revealed Mr Dummy 


is to receive the British Empire 
Medal for his role in keeping the 
memory of the world famous poet 
alive. 

Wilfred Owen was born in 
Oswestry and grew up in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

He saw action in the trenches 
as a soldier and was awarded the 
Military Cross. 

Mr Dummy said he was “de¬ 
lighted” to have been awarded 
the honour and will be travelling 
to Paris to receive it on behalf of 


the people of Ors. Helen McPhail, 
former chairman of The Wilfred 
Owen Association in Shrewsbury, 
said the village had whole-heart¬ 
edly embraced the memory of the 
soldier. 

She said: “About 25 years ago I 
asked people in the village if they 
knew why so many English cars 
were seen going to the nearby mil¬ 
itary cemetery. 

“And since the village learned 
of the presence in the cemetery of 
this important British poet they 


have wholeheartedly adopted him 
as part of their own history.” 

The poet’s grave is in a British 
military section in the communal 
Ors cemetery, not far from the 
canal where he was killed in the 
last major battle of the war. 

The new primary School in the 
French village is now named after 
Wilfred Owen. And the small for¬ 
ester’s house from which he wrote 
his famous last letter home has 
been turned into a visitor centre.

POWER BATTLE 
SET TO RESUME 


PROTESTORS fighting plans for a 
power line across parts of Mid Wales 
to a village near Oswestry are gearing 
up for the next round of the battle af¬ 
ter energy bosses announced a fresh 
series of consultation meetings to re¬ 


veal further details 

The 30-mile line, 
some of which is set 
to be undergrounded 
while other parts may 
be carried on overhead 
pylons, is earmarked 
to run from Cefn Coch, 
near Llanfair Caerein- 
ion, to Lower Frank- 
ton, near Oswestry 

National Grid is proposing 
to build the line to take en¬ 
ergy generated by proposed 
windfarms in Mid Wales to 
the national network. 

But protestors fear the 
plans will decimate the tour¬ 
ism industry and destroy 
the countryside. National 
Grid has organised a series 
of consultation events in vil¬ 
lages around the Welshpool 
and Oswestry area to out¬ 
line its latest plans. 

Project manager Jeremy 
Lee said: “When our consul¬ 
tation launches we will be 
presenting a detailed design 
for the connection. 

“We’ve looked at how we 
can reduce the effects of 
our work and have carefully 
considered all the valuable 
feedback we have received 
from local communities, 
landowners and specialist 
bodies so far.”

Pensioner 
victim of 
burglary 
in village 

FOUR men broke into the 
home of an 86-year-old 
woman during a “fiendish” 
burglary which has shocked 
a community. 

The men broke into the 
woman’s home in Chirk 
Road in Gobowen while she 
was inside. 

The intruders forced the 
back door of the woman’s 
home at about 12.20pm on 
Friday and shut her in a 
room while they carried out 
a search of the property. 

The woman is not be¬ 
lieved to have been injured 
or threatened during the 
break-in.The alarm was 
raised by a concerned neigh¬ 
bour and forensic officers 
were called to carry out tests 
to discover what was taken 
and who the men are. 

Members of the commu¬ 
nity have spoken of their 
shock at the burglary, urg¬ 
ing residents to keep their 
eyes open for suspicious be¬ 
haviour. 

Councillor David Lloyd, 
Shropshire councillor for 
Gobowen, Selattyn and 
Weston Rhyn, said: “This 
is a fiendish attempt by 
people to scare and rob an 
elderly person.In any cir¬ 
cumstances this highlights 
the vital need for us to have 
our eyes wide open and spot 
any suspicious behaviour - 
funny enough it is not too 
difficult to spot once you 
start looking.” 

Councillor Robert John 
Macey, who is also a Shrop¬ 
shire Council member for 
the area, said “I really feel 
for the victim. It is not 
something you would want 
to happen to anyone let 
alone an elderly lady.”

Police amnesty aiming to 
take weapons off streets

A TWO-week gun amnesty has begun in Mid 
Wales - as new figures showed almost 50 
guns have been handed over in the space of 
a week during a similar initiative in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said people can hand in guns

Inquests 
opened on 
victims of 
road crash 

INQUESTS have been 
opened into the deaths of 
two friends killed in a car 
crash on the Shropshire 
border. 

Philip Madden and Shane 
Vickers, who used to live in 
the Oswestry area, both died 
after the Vauxhall Corsa 
being driven by Mr Madden 
collided with a tree on the 
A495 at Bronington before 
bursting into flames on Oc¬ 
tober 30. 

Mr Madden, a 19-year- 
old apprentice electrician, 
of Brooklea in Northwood, 
near Wem, was taken to 
the Maelor Hospital in Wr¬ 
exham but died shortly af¬ 
terwards. Mr Vickers, 22, 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. A self-employed 
carpenter, he lived at Bet- 
tisfield. 

The inquests were opened 
in Ruthin by coroner John 
Gittins. 

He said that post-mortem 
examinations revealed that 
Mr Madden suffered major 
traumatic injuries and Mr 
Vickers major thoracic in¬ 
juries. 

The inquests were ad¬ 
journed to April. 


part of its Keep Wales Safe 
campaign. 

It comes after West Mer¬ 
cia Police revealed it has 
been handed 208 firearms 
in a week since starting the 
same campaign in the force 
area. 

West Mercia Police said 
22 of the 208 have been 
handed in at Malinsgate, 
Telford, and a further 26 in 
Shrewsbury. 

Superintendent Charles 
Hill of West Mercia Police 
said: “We know that there 
are a lot of unregistered fire¬ 
arms in the region, perhaps 
in people’s lofts or garages, 
and these can and do fall 
into the wrong hands and 
end up being used for crim¬ 
inal activity. Every firearm 
handed in is one less weapon 
that can fall into the wrong 
hands. 

“We’re extremely pleased 
with the public’s response 
to this campaign and the 
support they have shown 
in helping us to make the 
region safer and protect 
people from harm. The cam¬ 
paign ends on Sunday and 
I would encourage as many 
people as possible to take 
this opportunity to hand in 
any unregistered firearms 
or firearms they no longer 
require.” 

Simon Powell, assis¬ 
tant chief constable of 
Dyfed-Powys Police, said: 
“Police are asking members 
of the public to get in touch 
regarding any unlawfully 
held or unwanted firearms 
and ammunition to help 
prevent them getting into 
the wrong hands.” 


House badly damaged by large fire

DOZENS of firefighters worked 
through the night tackling a large fire 
that ripped through the roof of a de¬ 
tached home near Oswestry. 

Roads surrounding the house in 
Wern Ddu were closed while fire crews 
battled the blaze, which destroyed the 
roof of the house. 

The isolated position of the building 
provided a logistical headache for fire¬ 
fighters. 

Crews had to seal off the scene from 
almost a mile around as they sourced 
water. 

Firefighters from across Shropshire 
headed to the building near Oswestry, 


which was empty when the fire broke 
out. 

Firefighters from stations including 
Baschurch, Bridgnorth, Ellesmere, 
Minsterley, Oswestry, Prees and 
Tweedale were among those called to 
tackle the blaze. 

The fire started at around 6.30pm 
on Friday night and the scene was still 
being dampened down more than 15 
hours later on Saturday. 

A spokesman for Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue said the building was “100 
per cent involved in fire”. 

He said the five appliances included 
a heavy pumping unit, an incident 


command unit, an incident support 
unit, a Land Rover pump and a water 
carrier. 

Several pumping appliances were 
used to ferry water from nearby hy¬ 
drants along country lanes to the 
house. 

Staff from a utility company were 
also called to the scene as a safety 
measure. 

Police were also called to the inci¬ 
dent. 

Investigations have been held into 
the cause of the blaze.

AMBULANCE service boss¬ 
es in Shropshire have apol¬ 
ogised for a series of missed 
appointments and late ar¬ 
rivals. 

Medical Services Ltd took 
over the contract for provid¬ 
ing non-emergency health 
transport in the county on 
November 1. 

But it has suffered teeth¬ 
ing troubles which have 
upset patients and health 
workers who rely on it. 

Medical Services Ltd was 
given the ambulance con¬ 
tract by Telford & Wrekin 
and Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning Groups. 

Its regional manager Ray 
Owen said: “We are sorry 
that some of our service 
users have not received the 
usual high standard of ser¬ 
vice that we aspire to, and 
usually deliver. 

“Where things have gone 
wrong we are doing all 
that we can to make sure 
that things are put right as 
quickly as possible.” 

He said there had been 
“an unprecedented number 
of calls” and extra call han¬ 
dlers had been brought in. 

“Staff that transferred to 
Medical Services from the 
previous provider have been 
on a very steep learning 
curve over the past week,” 
he said. “They are now be¬ 
coming more familiar with 
the new control and oper¬ 
ating processes that are in 
place.”

Fire-hit restaurant to stay 
shut until after Christmas 


A FIRE-hit Oswestry restaurant is unlikely 
to open again until the new year, its owners 
have revealed. 

Bosses of Brooks Around The Corner in Church 
Street had hoped to open on Sunday for lunch, but 
revealed on social networking site Facebook they 
would not be able to do so. 

Owners Matt and Lisa Newton also revealed the restau¬ 
rant will be closed over the Christmas period. 

The building remained closed over the weekend following 


the fire and a gas leak that 
later affected the building. 

Eight fire engines and po¬ 
lice officers were called to 
the restaurant on Wednes¬ 
day evening last week, after 
a fire started in the base¬ 
ment at about 5pm. 

The fire is believed to 
have started in a tumble 
drier. 

Roads were closed, a 
safety cordon was set up by 
firefighters and neighbour¬ 
ing buildings were evacu¬ 
ated for some of the evening 
over fears gas canisters 
would explode. 

A gas leak was discovered 
the following day during 
routine checks being carried 
out by firefighters following 
the blaze, forcing the closing 
off of the area again. 

Incident manager Tim 
Davidson from Oswestry 
Fire Station said: “We were 
carrying out a re-inspection 
of hot spots but during that 
we found there was a poten¬ 
tial gas leak, at which point 
we asked for the gas com¬ 
pany to attend. 

“They discovered there 
was a slight leak coming 
from the main gas supply 
pipe. 

“As a precaution we set 
up a 200m cordon and evac¬ 
uated about 15 premises 
with the assistance of po¬ 
lice.” 

Posting on Facebook 
on Saturday, the owners 
thanked everyone for their 
support and help but said 
the business would have to 
remain closed over the busy 
Christmas period.

Drunk woman made rail station threats 


A DRUNK woman threatened to push 
two young children and “splat” them 
under a train at a railway station near 
Oswestry, a magistrates court has 
been told. 

Rachel Finch, 25, of Boulton Grange, 
Telford admitted a charge of using 
threatening words and behaviour. 

She also pleaded guilty to three 
charges of theft and and a charge of 
failing to surrender to custody during 
an appearance at Telford Magistrates 
Court. 

Prosecuting, Katie Price, said that 
Finch, while drunk, had threatened 
one of the passengers on the platform 
at Gobowen station. 

She was heard saying she would 
“splat” the woman under the train and 


told her: “I’m going to throw your kids 
under the train.” 

The court was told the children, 
aged seven and 11, and mother were 
extremely upset. 

The magistrates were told they left 
the station and abandoned plans for 
their trip that day. 

The thefts, magistrates heard, hap¬ 
pened in Co-op and B&M shops, where 
Finch stole cider and food on different 
occasions, totalling around £30. 

Miss Price said Finch’s language 
and behaviour had continued even 
when arrested by police. 

In mitigation Steven Meredith said 
that Finch’s previous offending had 
been linked to a partner who regularly 
stole to feed a drinking habit. 


He said Finch was “profoundly un¬ 
sophisticated” and had immediately 
admitted the offences when ques¬ 
tioned by police. 

He said she would be helped by the 
opportunity of working with probation 
service. 

“Hopefully we can nip this in the 
bud and she can be prevented from 
escalating into a life of crime,” he said. 

Finch was given a 24-month com¬ 
munity order with a six-month treat¬ 
ment programme for alcohol problems. 

She was ordered to pay the victim 
compensation of £75 and prosecution 
costs of £85 and a victim surcharge 
of £60. 

She was also ordered to pay compen¬ 
sation for the thefts of around £30.

Mother tells of 
baby death upset 

A WOMAN has told how 
she suffered a nervous 
breakdown after her baby 
daughter’s remains were 
allegedly “flushed away” 
with clinical waste at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Christina Hall lost her 
daughter Sarah more than 
30 years ago when she suf¬ 
fered a late miscarriage. 

The 77-year-old, of Four 
Crosses, says she never got 
to see her daughter follow¬ 
ing her birth in 1977. 

Her husband Ken claims 
nursing staff put seven- 
month-old Sarah’s body in 
with the clinical waste and 
“flushed” her away. The 
Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust, which 
was launched in 2003, was 
unable to comment on the 
issue but urged the cou¬ 
ple to get in touch if they 
wanted to investigate the 
matter further.

New base 
for breast 
screen unit 

THE mobile breast screening unit in 
Oswestry has moved location. 

The service, which is run by Shropshire 
Breast Screening, has moved to Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital at Gobowen from its 
current site in Victoria Road. 

The breast screening programme across 
Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin was ex¬ 
tended in September. 

In line with the national expansion of the 
programme, it has been extended to cover 
eligible women aged between 47 and 73. 

Previously, women aged between 50 and 
70 were screened every three years. 

The aim of breast screening is to detect 
breast cancer at an earlier stage, often be¬ 
fore the woman is aware of any problem. 
David Burrows, communications and en¬ 
gagement officer at the Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust said the ex¬ 
pansion of the service would be phased in 
over the next six years. 

He said: “Initially, approximately half of 
the women in each of the age groups 47 to 
49 and 70 to 73 will be invited for screen¬ 
ing. 

“All women aged between 50 and 70 will 
continue to be invited for screening every 
three years as normal and this will be ex¬ 
tended to all women aged between 47 and 
73 from 2017. Randomising the phasing in 
of the age extension is a national initiative 
that will allow the net benefit of extending 
the age range for breast screening to be sci¬ 
entifically evaluated.” 


id schools have also warned their pupils to 
beware. Sergeant Scott Barnes said: I 
would like to reassure the local community 
that we are patrolling the area. I would ask 
everyone to remain vigilant and report any 
suspicious activity to police.” 

The girl managed to give police a descrip¬ 
tion of the man. He is described as being 
white, in his 20s, with black straight hair 
with a fringe. 

He was wearing a hooded long dark coat 
with buttons across the front and a ban¬ 
dana or scarf across his nose and mouth. 

Arthur Walpole, who is chairman of gov¬ 
ernors at the Marches School in Oswestry, 
said he was shocked to hear of the incident. 

He said: “Any incident of this nature is of 
considerable concern. 

“It is difficult to imagine that you would 
feel anything other than safe walking near 
the town centre at that time - this is very 
unusual. 

“Firstly I would encourage the young¬ 
sters, especially as the nights draw in, to be 
vigilant at all times. 

“They should walk with a friend and 
make sure their parents know where they 
are and when they should be arriving 
home.” 

Residents spoke concern after hearing 
of the attack. Andrew Rathbone, 45, said: 
“We’ve had to stop our son, who’s nine, 
from going out on his bike, and our daugh¬ 
ter has just started a new school and walks 
home with friends, so we’re a bit worried 
about it. We don’t want to scaremonger, 
but we do want to give them an education 
in staying safe. We’ve got to be careful.” 

John Thomas, 68, who lives in Ferrers 
Road, just off Roft Street, said he was sur¬ 
prised that anyone would attempt to abduct 
someone in that area, especially as it hap¬ 
pened at the same time as emergency ser¬ 
vices were in the area dealing with a fire at 
Brooks Around the Corner on the corner of 
Lower Brook Street. 

Anyone who saw a man matching the de¬ 
scription in the area at the time is asked to 
call 101 quoting incident 639S of Wednes¬ 
day November 5.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


There’s a General Election on 
the horizon and if you’re one of 
those floating voters still unde¬ 
cided where to put your cross 
next May you won’t have been 
helped by the unbelievable go¬ 
ings on this week. 

Things worsened for the Con¬ 
servative government this week 
when, what should have been 
a simple vote on the European 
Arrest Warrant (EAW) descended 
into chaos. 

Speaker John Bercow insisted 
the EAW was not covered by the 
planned motion but in the end 
MPs voted by 464 votes to 36 
in favour of government regula¬ 
tions allowing Britain to opt back 
in to some EU police and crimi¬ 
nal justice measures. 

But not before Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron was em¬ 
barrassingly called back from a 
Lord Mayor’s dinner in a glare of 
publicity, to support a struggling 
Home Secretary, Theresa May. 

The vote may have gone the 
government’s way but the high 
profile shambles did very little to 
inspire confidence in the sitting 
party. Not that Labour is basking 
in glory this week. Sunday front¬ 
page headlines were ghastly. 
“Labour voters say Miliband un¬ 
fit to be PM,” said the Sunday 
Times. Shadow education minis¬ 
ter “plunges in the dagger”, said 
the Mail on Sunday and “Labour 
push to axe Miliband”, alleged 
the Sun on Sunday. 

There was widespread criti¬ 
cism of Liberal leader Nick Clegg 
after he claimed his party would 
cut income tax for 29 million 
people if they were in govern¬ 
ment after the election. 

And if UKIP leader Nigel 
Farage though the timing was 
right to take advantage of such 
bad press he was quickly forced 
to think again. 

Mr Farage faces being ques¬ 
tioned by Scotland Yard over 
claims his alleged ‘mistress’ 
falsely accused a Conservative 
MP of sexual assault. Detectives 
investigating claims that Anna- 
belle Fuller fabricated the case 
say that Ms Fuller made phone 
calls to Mr Farage on the evening 
in question. 

Ms Fuller later withdrew the 
allegation and while there is no 
suggestion Mr Farage was com- 
plicit with any alleged wrongdo¬ 
ing by Ms Fuller, who was work¬ 
ing as one of his aides at the 
time, he faces questions from 
the Yard. You’ve still got plenty of 
time to make your decision but 
do any of these parties inspire 
you with enough confidence to 
give them your vote? Whitehall 
farce springs to mind. 

After problems with motorists 
refusing to observe the annu¬ 
al silence of remembrance on 
Welshpool’s Broad Street over 
the last two years it was good 
to see respect being paid on 
Tuesday. Police were on hand to 
ensure motorists recognised the 
occasion.

Campaign was taken 
to heart of community 


The Chronicle has won 
an award for its Keeping 
Oswestry Alive campaign. 
ANDREW MORRIS reports 

WHEN the Oswestry and Border 
Chronicle launched its cam¬ 
paign to site heart defibrillators 
at strategic points around the 
town nobody realised how suc¬ 
cessful the ground-breaking 
scheme would turn out to be. 

Within weeks of the launch of the 
Keeping Oswestry Alive campaign, 
companies, organisations and in¬ 
dividuals throughout the town and 
beyond offered their support to the 
programme. 

Backed by the British Heart Founda¬ 
tion and the West Midlands Ambulance 
Service, donations started rolling in to 
the Chronicle’s offices in Oswestry to 
pay for the potentially life-saving heart 
defibrillators. 

Training 

In addition to donations from com¬ 
panies and organisations, staff from 
the Oswestry and Border Chronicle ran 
half-marathons and packed bags in su¬ 
permarkets to raise the money to pay for 
the defibrillators. 

Staff at the newspaper office also gave 
up their own time to undergo defibrilla¬ 
tor training. 

Support came from a variety of sources 
ranging from youngsters at the Mead¬ 
ows School in Oswestry to Nick and Gil¬ 
lian Richards from Oswestry firm David 
Davies & Sons. 

Incredibly, in less than 12 months 
enough money was raised for the pur¬ 
chase of five defibrillators. 

It now means that no one in Oswestry 
town centre is more than 200 metres

away from a defibrillator. The huge 
success of the campaign culminated in 
the West Midlands Ambulance Service 
giving a special award to the Oswestry 
and Border Chronicle at a ceremony at 
Walsall’s Bescot Stadium last week. 

Fittingly it was the Chronicle’s re¬ 
cently retired associate editor Graham 
Breeze, who spearheaded the remarka¬ 
bly successful campaign alongside for¬ 
mer Chronicle advertisement manager 
Dave Lee-Birch, who was invited to pick 
up the award on behalf of everyone who 
had supported the event. 

Mr Breeze said: “The Chronicle re¬ 
mains very thankful to lots of very 
generous people for supporting the 
campaign so well. 

“Thanks to a number of donations 
from local businesses and organisa¬ 
tions, together with a variety of fund¬ 
raising events, we managed to raise 


almost £6,000 which allowed us to 
reach our target of purchasing five de¬ 
fibrillators. 

“We are also thankful for the mar¬ 
vellous support we have had from West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, and com¬ 
munity paramedic officer Terry Foster 
in particular, throughout the project. 

“There was a remarkable response to 
our appeal. 

“The British Heart Foundation 
helped with part-funding but we needed 
to raise £6,000 and our readers and ad¬ 
vertisers came up with the goods. 

“It was a very rewarding campaign. 

“Dave Lee-Birch and I came up with 
the plan after the town’s ambulance 
station closed. If just one life is saved it 
will prove worthwhile. We believe that 
every town should have its own net¬ 
work of defibrillators in place.” 

Newly appointed Chronicle associ¬ 


ate editor Iain St John said: “Graham’s 
hard work and passion for the campaign 
was extraordinary and he worked tire¬ 
lessly to ensure it was a huge success. 

“Everyone at the Chronicle is de¬ 
lighted that the ambulance service 
has seen fit to recognise the campaign 
through the award. 

“Campaigns such as these demon¬ 
strate how a local paper can support its 
local community in a practical way.” 

The defibrillators located at the Sen¬ 
ior Citizens Club in Lome Street, Powis 
Hall, the Wynnstay Hotel in Church 
Street and the Chronicle office in Salop 
Road are accessible 24 hours a day, 
whilst a fifth device, which is kept in the 
offices of the Principality Building Soci¬ 
ety and Woodhead Estates in Leg Street, 
is available during office hours. 

Surviving 

Staff members at all venues have been 
given training in how to use the devices 
by community paramedic officer Terry 
Foster, who explained the importance of 
the devices in helping to save lives. 

Mr Foster said: “The quicker a defi¬ 
brillator shock can be done, the greater 
chance a patient in cardiac arrest has of 
surviving. 

“For every minute a patient is in 
cardiac arrest their chance of survival 
decreases by ten per cent, so the impor¬ 
tance of these defibrillators cannot be 
underestimated. 

“The hope is that more towns in 
Shropshire now follow the lead of 
Oswestry and start installing public ac¬ 
cess defibrillators.” 

The British Heart Foundation’s War¬ 
ren Appleby added: “We are delighted to 
be associated with the campaign and to 
help provide exactly what is needed in 
Oswestry, vital equipment in key loca¬ 
tions. 

“Although we hope it is not needed, 
this equipment will potentially save 
lives and we would like to thank every¬ 
one who has got involved and helped to 
raise funds.”

Living in Shropshire has enor¬ 
mous advantages but one of the 
areas of immense frustration is 
the hopeless lack of reliable mo¬ 
bile phone reception. 

It is wholly unacceptable that 
in 2014 with all our technology, 
no one is able to travel between 
the five market towns of North 
Shropshire without the signal 
cutting out. 

One of the issues that bugged 
me in Government was that the 
data on phone signals provided 
to us proved to be wildly inaccu¬ 
rate. I was therefore pleased to 
learn about the Countryside Alli¬ 
ance’s campaign which aims to 
highlight the areas most affected 
by lack of coverage. 

By installing the Countryside 
Alliance app, your mobile phone 
can start mapping the areas with 
little reception and then feed 
these results back. It’s a fantas¬ 
tic idea but more people need 
to get involved so that they can 
get more accurate results. A few 
months ago the Shropshire Star 
started their ‘Get Us Connected’ 
campaign. In no time at all the 
petition had gained nearly 2,000 
signatures and the backing of 
Shropshire Council. 

Lack of reception in Shrop¬ 
shire is not just immensely dam¬ 
aging to the quality of social life 
and business activity; in cases 
of emergency it actually puts 
lives at risk. This petition will 
be presented to Sajid Javid MP, 
the Secretary of State for Cul¬ 
ture, Media and Sport. As Sec¬ 
retary of State for DEFRA I had 
regular meetings with Cabinet 
colleagues in DCMS and DC LG 
looking at ways the Government 
could improve coverage in the 
countryside. 

My DEFRA job took me to 
every corner of rural Britain and 
I became increasingly concerned 
at the impact that lack of signal 
was having on rural areas; I was 
particularly pleased by the new 
Secretary of State, Sajid Javid’s 
willingness to listen to my con¬ 
cerns and tackle this problem 
once and for all. 

I am very interested in his 
current consultation on national 
roaming. The Government has 
given the industry, businesses 
and the public until November 
26 to respond to the proposals; I 
hope that local people will make 
their views heard.

HOW WILL MY ONLINE ACCOUNTS BE HANDLED WHEN I DIE? 


Q: It occurred to me the other day that I am the only person who knows all the information about my social media and online shopping accounts. 
The shopping accounts in particular are a worry because as time goes on I seem to acquire more and more of them. What will happen to all these 
accounts when I die? 

A: Online accounts are becoming quite a problem when people die, especially in the case of paperless accounts where shops insist on doing 
everything digitally and no longer send out hard copy statements. Unless the deceased person has left information appertaining to their online 
accounts it can be a nightmare for their executors. 

We recommend that when you make your Will you also make a list of all your online accounts. As with your Will, this will need to be updated as 
circumstances change. You should keep the list with your Will but keep passwords separately and make sure your executors know where they are. 
This will enable your executors to write and cancel the services. Regarding your social media accounts, check with family and friends as to whether 
or not they still want to be able to see your pages after you die, for example to access your photographs, and then leave clear instructions about what 
should happen to your online presence. This is important because it is, for example, very difficult for someone else to close down an email account in 
the name of another. 


To sum up, you should make a traditional Will to cover all your physical assets and include instructions for your executors in respect of how you want 
them to manage your online presence. Keep a safe record of all your accounts and store it with your Will. Instruct a solicitor to act as one of your 
executors if necessary.

Ban on 
animals 
in circus 
needed 

BY Bob Pitcher’s bizarre 
reasoning, an innocent hu¬ 
man being serving a life 
sentence in prison is spared 
the dangers faced by a free 
man or woman, and so their 
incarceration is a blessing, 
not a curse (Letter: “Ani¬ 
mals in circus do have Dig¬ 
nity”, October 23). 

In the 21st century, it’s 
an odd person who believes 
that it is acceptable for 
wild animals to be denied 
everything that is natural 
to them, confined to small 
cages and carted from town 
to town, forced to perform 
silly contortions and often 
painful tricks. 

In nature where they 
belong, animals have their 
freedom, the most precious 
of commodities. There are 
dangers in nature and in 
the city: there are predators 
in both environments but 
that doesn’t mean any living 
being wishes to be locked up 
for life. 

The British Veterinary 
Association has made it 
clear that the welfare needs 
of wild animals cannot be 
met within a circus envi¬ 
ronment, every animal pro¬ 
tection group in the country

Dairy farmers 
continue protests 

ABOUT 100 farmers 
blockaded the Shropshire 
headquarters of dairy pro¬ 
cessing giant Muller Wise¬ 
man to protest against 
slashes to the price of milk. 

They prevented lorries 
from entering or leav¬ 
ing the dairy as drivers 
were forced to turn away. 
Farmers from Shropshire, 
Cheshire, Staffordshire, 
Derbyshire and Mid Wales 
were among those who 
braved the wet weather 
at the protest on Tuesday 
night. 

The majority of cam¬ 
paigners, with protest 
group Farmers for Ac- 
tion(FFA), set off from 
Market Drayton’s Live¬ 
stock Centre to take up 
position outside the dairy 
plant. 

The protestors stood fast 
outside the plant, a major 
employer in the town, late 
into the night. 

It follows a similar pro¬ 
test outside Shropshire’s 
biggest dairy in October. 

Assembly inquiry 
to look at abuse 

THE effects of alcohol and 
substance abuse will be 
examined in an inquiry to 
be carried out by the Welsh 
Assembly’s health and so¬ 
cial care committee. 

People living in Wales 
will be asked to tell com¬ 
mittee members about 
the impacts of alcohol and 
substance misuse on them 
and their experiences with 
services set up to help. 

The committee will also 
look into the effectiveness 
of current Welsh Govern¬ 
ment policies on tackling 
alcohol and substance mis¬ 
use. 


Wartime communications 
base set for regeneration 


A FORMER secret communications bunker 
which played a vital role in both the Second 
War War and Cold War has been sold. 

The Criggion radio station, between Oswestry and 
Welshpool, was left to rot for more than a decade 
after it was taken out of use. 

The site was closed and vacated by BT, which operated 


the site on behalf of the Min¬ 
istry of Defence, in 2001. 

Now owners Telereal Tril¬ 
lium has sold the site, which 
includes four separate 
buildings and 11.68 acres 
of agricultural land, to four 
mystery local investors. 

The new owners have not 
yet revealed what they plan 
to do with the site. 

Mark Kelly, director of 
disposals and development 
at Telereal Trillium, said: 
“The community showed a 
strong interest in the site 
and we are very pleased that 
the sale has been completed 
by four local investors. 

“We are confident that 
the regeneration of the lots 
will bring life back to the 
area and will directly benefit 
the immediate community.” 

Built in 1942, the site was 
formerly used as a naval 
communications centre and 
transmitter site during the 
Second World War and the 
Cold War. 

It has remained vacant 
since its closure in 2001. 

The site was available for 
purchase as a whole, or as 
separate lots. 

The agricultural land

around the buildings was 
originally put up for sale 
with an combined price of 
£1,350,000. 

It was considered for a 
variety of uses, including 
a design studio, industrial 
storage, conversion to resi¬ 
dential use, a museum, and 
a day care centre, among 
others. 

The station, which sits 
underneath the Breiddens, 
has been branded an eyesore 
over the years by residents 
and local councillors. 

The station was once the 
heartbeat of Britain’s naval 
communications and played 
a vital role in many key mil¬ 
itary decisions. 

The centre was built dur¬ 
ing the Second World War 
amid fears the Germans 
could bomb the UK’s main 
communications post at 
Rugby, Warwickshire. Dur¬ 
ing the war, the station and 
its three 700ft radio masts 
and three 600ft towers were 
used to keep the admiralty 
in contact with Royal Navy 
ships around the world.

welcome 

turbine 

decision 

A DECISION to throw out 
plans for a giant wind tur¬ 
bine has been welcomed by 
people who feared it would 
have led to more fatal acci¬ 
dents on a nearby road. 

Residents in the Elles¬ 
mere area feared the pro¬ 
posed 327ft (99.7m) turbine 
in Tetchill would have been 
a distraction for motorists 
travelling on the A495. 

The road, which links 
Ellesmere and Oswestry, 
has witnessed several fatal 
accidents over the last few 
years.Planning officers at 
Shropshire Council refused 
the application for the tur¬ 
bine, which had attracted 
about 200 objections. 

Councillor Alan Clarke, 
mayor of Ellesmere, said: “I 
am greatly relieved. One of 
my biggest concerns right 
from the beginning was that 
there have been two or three 
deaths on the main road. 

“If the turbine would 
have been built it would 
have been a distraction 
and added to the risk. For 
that reason alone I am very 
pleased the plans have been 
quashed. There would have 
been no benefits to the com¬ 
munity in Ellesmere, only 
benefits to the people wish¬ 
ing to install it.” 

The Highways Agency 
had also expressed concerns 
that the wind turbine could 
distract drivers who are 
driving down the A495. 

The application was sub¬ 
mitted on behalf of local 
farming family firm Seven 
Sisters.. 


Sheep rustling alert given 
to farmers by police chiefs 


FARMERS are being warned to be on guard 
against sheep rustlers following a spate of 
thefts. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said the latest problem was fo¬ 
cused across Powys, with officers now using Smart- 
water and automatic number plate readers to detect 


offenders. It said nine inci 
recorded m the county 
since the start of Sep¬ 
tember. 

And West Mercia Police 
echoed the view, saying 
thefts of sheep have taken 
place in the south of the 
county. 

Sergeant Craig Morgan, 
of Dyfed-Powys Police, said: 
“Although one of the safest 
counties in the country, a 
series of sheep thefts across 
Powys has led to police in¬ 
creasing their patrols and 
utilising technologies such 
as Smartwater and auto¬ 
matic number plate readers 
to detect offenders. 

“All animal movements 
are regulated and police 
are working with Trading 
Standards across Powys to 
target the movement of an¬ 
imals.” 

He added: “Since Septem¬ 
ber 2014 there have been 
nine separate cases of sheep 
theft, leading to the loss of 
thousands of pounds worth 
of stock. We are working 
closely with Trading Stand¬ 
ards across Powys to tackle 
these thefts.

“We are undertaking joint 
operations and are actively 
stopping vehicles transport¬ 
ing livestock to ensure they 
are not stolen and have the 
appropriate documentation. 
We need everyone in the 
county to be vigilant and to 
report to us anything which 
they think is suspicious.” 

Sergeant Adrian Wool- 
ley, of West Mercia Police, 
added: “We are keen to raise 
awareness of this problem 
and encourage people in 
rural areas to report any 
activity which raises their 
suspicions. 

“Officers are being 
tasked with stopping vehi¬ 
cles thought to be carrying 
livestock or game. 

“We suspect that the rise 
in meat prices has fuelled 
this type of crime and we 
also suspect that the slaugh¬ 
tering could be happening in 
residential areas.” 

Both forces also run a 
Farmwatch scheme, which 
reduces rural crime. 



The overturned lorry led to a road near Oswestry having to be closed 


POLICE were forced to close a road 
near Oswestry for more than three 
hours after a lorry carrying more than 
14 tonnes of meat overturned. 

The vehicle fell into a roadside 
hedge after it overturned, and fluid 
and debris fell on to the road. 

The route had to be closed to allow a 
clean-up operation to take place. 

The lorry fell on to its side whilst 
travelling along the Rednal to Hordley 
road near the village of West Felton. 

Police officers were called to the in¬ 
cident and they had to shut the road 


while the lorry was unpacked as part 
of the recovery operation. 

No one was injured in the incident. 

Officers were called to the scene at 
about 3.15pm onWednesday last week 
near Hawkswood Farm after the vehi¬ 
cle had tipped onto its side. 

Ben Smith, force duty inspector at 
West Mercia Police said: “There were 
fluids and debris on the road so it did 
take some time to clean up. 

“The local highways agency closed 
the road and it was reopened as soon 
as possible. 


“This is not something we see too 
often, we are generally dealing with 
road traffic collisions, not lorries over¬ 
turning on their sides. 

“But sometimes these can be minor 
and sometimes they can of course be 
quite long and drawn out as this one 
was.” 

“The cause hasn’t been confirmed 
yet, but only one vehicle was in¬ 
volved,” he added. 

The vehicle belongs to Judd’s stor¬ 
age and distribution firm based in 
Dorset.

THE cash-strapped health 
board which covers the 
Welshpool area has been 
given a £350,000 funding 
boost to deliver health care 
and staff training. 

Powys teaching Local 
Health Board has been 
given three grants from the 
Welsh Assembly in a bid to 
improve its services. 

The Assembly has given 
£180,399 which will be used 
to fund improved care ser¬ 
vices for patients in Mid 
Wales. It has also been given 
£153,199 to provide educa¬ 
tion and training for staff 
and £27,200 to provide an 
extra 200 post-op cataract 
appointments. 

Earlier this year it was re¬ 
vealed that the health board 
overspent by almost £20 
million in the year to April 
2014. 

Health Minister Mark 
Drakeford said the money 
was part of a £3.5 million 
package for health boards 
across Wales. Mr Drakeford 
said: “Providing eye care 
services closer to people’s 
homes, preventing prema¬

A PARTNERSHIP of seven 
Shropshire-based organi¬ 
sations has won the Shrop¬ 
shire Council contract for 
information, advice and ad¬ 
vocacy services for adults. 

The organisations - A4U, 
Age UK Shropshire Telford 
& Wrekin, Citizens Advice 
Shropshire, MAYSI, Peer 
Counselling and Advocacy 
Service, OSCA and Taking 
Part - already have a good 
track record in helping peo¬ 
ple to remain independent 
by making sure they have 
a choice, council bosses say. 

All of the organisations 
had previously been deliv¬ 
ering these services through 
contracts and grant funding 
in Shropshire.

Estate plans 
look set to 
be approved 

PLANS for 50 new homes 
within the grounds of a his¬ 
toric Oswestry estate are 
being recommended for ap¬ 
proval. 

Brogyntyn, the ancestral 
home of the Harlech Family, 
has lain unused for decades 
and is on the English Herit¬ 
age ‘at risk’ register. 

Developers want to build 
a 50-home development 
within the 93 acre grounds, 
convert buildings at Home 
Farm on the parkland into 
11 homes and to restore 
the Grade II listed hall into 
a family home. The latter 
move would include the 
demolition of one wing of 
the building. 

Objectors say that the 
proposals would see the loss 
of a third of the hall, would 
create a new village inside 
the parkland and would 
cause traffic problems on 
the B4580. 

But a report from plan¬ 
ning officers to Tuesday’s 
planning meeting of Shrop¬ 
shire Council says that the 
new homes are necessary 
to fund the restoration of 
Brogyntyn Hall.

Mark Adams, 36, spent five years serving 
with the British Army before joining the 
staff at the Branas Isaf care centre in Llan- 
drillo, near Corwen, 12 years ago. 

During his time in the service he drove 
Chieftain battle tanks in Bosnia and 
Kosovo in the 1990s. 

He now helps to turn around the lives 
of teenagers with extreme behavioural dif¬ 
ficulties, which he says can sometimes be 
difficult but still very rewarding. 

He won the Care Forum Wales award 
for promoting excellence in services for 
children for the motivated and supportive 
way he handles his role as a team leader at 
Branas Isaf. 

Care Forum Wales is a not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisation set up in 1993 to give independ¬ 
ent care providers a single professional 


voice with which to speak on providing bet¬ 
ter quality care for those who need it most. 

He was presented with the award at a 
ceremony in City Hall, Cardiff. 

“Going up the accept the award was quite 
daunting but it’s fantastic to be recognised 
for all the work I’ve put in over the years.

Telephone 
coverage 
action is 
supported 

A LEADING Oswestry area 
councillor has welcomed 
moves which could see mo¬ 
bile phone companies forced 
by law to end the problem of 
signal blackspots. 

Government ministers, 
fed up with the failure of 
the main UK networks to 
provide proper coverage, say 
they are prepared to act. 

Culture Secretary Sajid 
Javid said he is considering 
new legislation that would 
require providers to intro¬ 
duce network “roaming” 
across Britain. 

This would allow cus¬ 
tomers to switch networks 
when they have no signal 
from their usual provider. 
Trefonen-based Shropshire 
Council leader Keith Bar- 
row hailed the development 
as an important step in the 
right direction. But he said 
it was essential people “keep 
the pressure on” the mobile 
phone companies. 

Cllr Barrow said: “I am 
aware of this kind of law 
and you see it in places on 
the continent where if you 
can’t get a signal you auto¬ 
matically log into the best 
signal. I am delighted Mr 
Javid has seen that this is 
what is required.” 

Cllr Barrow has backed 
a petition organised by 
the Oswestry and Border 
Chronicle’s sister paper The 
Shropshire Star calling for 
coverage improvements. 
He said: “I am confident we 
have contributed at least a 
little bit with the pressure 
that we put on.” 

The Get Us Connected 
Campaign was online, 
through forms in the Shrop¬ 
shire Star and on-paper at 
libraries. Mr Barrow said: 
“From the very beginning 
of the campaign the tele¬ 
phone communication com¬ 
panies started to listen and 
they had not been listening 
to their customers before 
t hat.” _ 

Police using 
new powers 
on driving 

MORE than 150 new on- 
the-spot driving fines have 
been handed out by West 
Mercia Police in 12 months. 

The force handed out 159 
of the £100 fines -which also 
come with three penalty 
points - for offences such 
as tailgating, failing to give 
way at a junction, over¬ 
taking and pushing into a 
traffic queue, being in the 
wrong lane and pushing into 
a queue on a roundabout. 

It also included lane hog¬ 
ging, speeding, carrying 
out wheel-spins, handbrake 
turns and other careless ma¬ 
noeuvres.

concerns 
voiced on 
linking of 
counties 

THEY are two proud coun¬ 
ties with their own tradi¬ 
tions, industrial heritage 
and economic challenges. 

But as far as adminis¬ 
trators in Europe are con¬ 
cerned, Shropshire and 
Stafford are apparently one 
and the same. 

The European Union has 
linked the two counties to¬ 
gether as part of a statistical 
analysis named the Nomen¬ 
clature of Territorial Units 
for Statistics - or ‘Nuts’ as 
it has been nicknamed by its 
critics. 

The EU breaks up regions 
when putting together fig¬ 
ures or carrying our anal¬ 
ysis. It is not known how 
the decision to effectively 
merge Shropshire and Staf¬ 
fordshire could affect the 
counties in future decisions 
by the EU on issues like 
funding. 

But, strangely, while the 
two counties are joined up, 
the part of Shropshire that 
takes in Telford & Wrekin is 
not included in the EU area. 
And counties like Hereford¬ 
shire also maintain their 
own identity. 

Ukip West Midlands MEP 
Jill Seymour says she is 
suspicious of the motives of 
the EU, saying the decision 
to “lump” the counties to¬ 
gether seems “bizarre”. 

She said: “We aren’t quite 
sure if this will affect the 
counties themselves, but I 
am quite concerned about 
how the EU sees us. 

“The two counties are 
very different when it comes 
to farming and industry and 
all of those sorts of things. 

“It says it hopes to break 
statistics down by country 
region and county.

Murderer’s home is set 
to be demolished at last 


THE Mid Wales house where Mark Bridger 
is believed to have killed five-year-old April 
Jones is being prepared for demolition. 

Workmen have begun putting scaffold¬ 
ing up around Mount Pleasant in Ceinws, 
near Machynlleth, in preparation to knock 
it down. The building will be flattened, as 
part of attempts to remove the site’s link 
to the murder. 

Workmen have been on the site, remov¬ 
ing fixtures and fittings from inside the 
building. Killer Bridger rented the home 
from a private landlord and the Welsh As¬ 
sembly bought the property from the owner 
for £149,000 earlier this year. 

Coral Jones, April’s mother, had re¬ 
quested that the house be demolished to 
help her family move on with their lives. 

It is also seen as an essential step for the 
traumatised town of Machynlleth, which 
has become associated nationally with the 
events of October 2012. Mrs Jones said: “I 
hope that house will be knocked down. The 


house from hell will no longer stand. April’s 
spirit can be free.” 

Bridger abducted April from outside 
her home in Bryn y Gog, Machynlleth on 
October 1, 2012, before driving her to his 
home where it is believed he dismembered 
her body. Bridger, who was given a whole 
life term after being found guilty of April’s 
murder at Mold Crown Court last year, 
claimed he ran April over and forgot where 
he put her body in the panic. 

But detectives found traces of April’s 
blood at Mount Pleasant and fragments of 
bone, consisted with that of a human skull, 
in his fire place. 

Michael Willliams, the town’s county 
councillor, said he was relieved the work 
had begun. He said: “I am pleased that the 
work to knock down this house has begun 
at last and I want to thank the Welsh As¬ 
sembly on behalf of everyone in Machy¬ 
nlleth and the Dyfi Valley for buying the 
house and progressing with this plan.” 


HEALTH officials responsible for funding ambulances operating 
around Shropshire will not be opting out of national target response 
times. 

Leaders at Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) have denied 
claims they will be dropping national targets set for ambulances around the 
region^despite claims to the contrary from campaign group Shropshire Defend 

The CCG decides how 


funding for healthcare in 
the area is distributed, in¬ 
cluding urgent and emer¬ 
gency care - which covers 
ambulances. 

Julie Davies, director of 
Shropshire CCG, said: “I 
want to make it absolutely 
clear there is no truth in 
claims that Shropshire CCG 
wish to opt out of national 
ambulance response targets. 

“This has never been the 
position of Shropshire Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group or 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) and it is a 
complete misrepresentation 
of our joint plans for ambu¬ 
lance services in the county. 

“National targets are 
rarely met in rural coun¬ 
ties across England. The 
challenges of rurality make 
meeting these targets far 
more challenging than in 
urban areas. 

“But it is inaccurate to 
say that the CCG response 
is to opt out. The CCG 
wants to continuously im¬ 
prove ambulance perfor¬ 
mance, and WMAS and the 
CCG are working closely at 
a local level to achieve this - 
including working together 
towards getting an uplift in 
rural funding. 

“On October 24, the CCG 
presented a report to Shrop¬ 
shire Council along with 
WMAS on how we are work¬ 
ing towards this.” 

The report compiled by 
Ms Davies revealed Shrop¬ 
shire’s current performance 
and what would be needed 
to meet national targets. 

For 2014/15 to date, 
WMAS is responding to 60.9 
per cent of the most serious 
calls within eight minutes, 
below national targets of 75 
per cent. 

But it also said that fig¬ 
ures could increase to 69 
per cent by the middle of 
next year under current 
resources. To meet the na¬ 
tional targets, the report 
said WMAS would need an¬ 
other 510 ambulance and 
rapid response vehicle staff.

Weight limit 
proposed at 
road bridge 


A NEW weight limit and a ban on drivers turning right at 
a bridge in Llanymynech could be imposed in the future. 

Powys County Council was due to discuss the plans for 
New Bridge at a meeting yesterday. (Wednesday) 

The council said under the plans drivers will be banned 
from turning right from the ' 


B4393 onto the B398 in a 
bid to reduce the risk of ac¬ 
cidents. 

Chris Lloyd, the coun¬ 
cil’s traffic engineer for the 
north of the county, said: 
“A decision was made in 
September that formal con¬ 
sultation and advertisement 
be undertaken to introduce 
traffic orders to impose a 
7.5t structural weight limit 
over the length of the bridge 
and a prohibition of right 
turn movements; and if no 
substantive objections are 
received, the orders shall be 
made. 

“The proposed traffic 
order was duly advertised 
and a single objection has 
been received with the stat¬ 
utory consultation period. 

“The points by the ob¬ 
jector have been carefully 
considered by the highways 
engineers. 

“The objector suggests 
that a proposed right turn 
ban is unnecessary because 
there were no accidents 
within a two week period 
during the summer months 
when the temporary three 
way temporary three way 
traffic lights had been van¬ 
dalised. 

“While it is the case that 
there were no reported in¬ 
jury accidents during the 
short period when the lights 
were out of action, it is im¬ 
possible to know how many 
unreported accidents, near 
misses and conflicts oc¬ 
curred during that time.” 

Mr Lloyd said the weight 
limit is being brought in be¬ 
cause of a structural issue 
with the bridge and a per¬ 
manent solution is being 
researched. 

Councillors were due to 
discuss the issue at a meet¬ 
ing of the Montgomery¬ 
shire Committee in Neaudd 
Maldwyn, Welshpool, yes¬ 
terday.

IT’S the childhood dream of 
train enthusiasts across the 
land -and now railway buffs 
are being offered the chance 
to become the owner of a 
station master’s house. 

The house, which was 
once used as a busy office 
by a countryside group, sits 
next to the main platform at 
a station which dates back 


to the 1890s and is still in 
use today. 

Agents selling the former 
station master’s house at 
Caersws railway station in 
Mid Wales say the building 
could be used as a home or 
run as a business. 

Paul Evans, a partner 
at Morris, Marshall and 
Poole, which is marketing 
the house, said: “The prop¬ 
erty is in a very good state 
having been renovated by 
the current owner. He had

RESIDENTS in at-risk 
groups are now able to get 
their free NHS flu jab in 
pharmacies for the first 
time. 

GPs currently offer free 
seasonal flu vaccinations 
to pregnant women, people 
aged 65 years and over and 
those with certain long¬ 
term conditions like diabe¬ 
tes, asthma or heart or lung 
problems. 

Now, in addition to GP 
clinics, people in Shropshire 
in these at-risk groups will 
also be able to get the vacci¬ 
nation for free in local phar¬ 
macies at a time and place to 
suit them. 

The new way of offering 
NHS flu vaccinations is part 
of a scheme being run by 
NHS England in Shropshire 
and Staffordshire. 

Flu is not like a bad cold, 
it affects the whole body. 
It can make existing condi¬ 
tions worse and can also in¬ 
crease the risk of developing 
more serious illnesses, such 
as bronchitis and pneumo¬ 
nia. 

People offered the free flu 
vaccination need to have it 
every year to ensure that 
they are protected against 
flu’s effects. 

Many pharmacies already 
offer flu and travel vacci¬ 
nations to customers for a 
fee, and so are experienced 
and fully trained in provid¬ 
ing this service.

Campaigners vow to wait 
for final drilling decision

ANTI-DRILLING protestors have said they 
will stay at a camp they have set up near a 
proposed gas drilling site until the plans are 
defeated. 

The campaigners - who have set up a mini-fort 
dubbed “Castle Dudleston” - said they had been 
left in limbo over a decision on whether to allow 
Dart Energy to cany R ^ 


Energy to carry 
out exploratory drilling 
for coal bed methane 
at Brooklands Farm in 
Dudleston Heath, near 
Ellesmere. 

But despite spending 
the past few months on 
the camp waiting for a de¬ 
cision, the protestors said 
they were undeterred by 
the latest delay and would 
continue to make a stand 
against the plans. 

Despite members of 
Shropshire Council’s north 
planning committee being 
opposed to the plans, no 
decision was made at a 
meeting last month as plan¬ 
ning officers said the legal 
ramifications of refusing 
the bid would have to be 
considered. A final ruling is 
expected in the near future. 

One of the campaigners, 
known only as Freeborn 
Dan, said he and others who 
have been living on the site 
were waiting to see what 
Shropshire Council’s final 
decision was. 

“We were originally told 
that the planning applica¬ 
tion had been thrown out 


there and then and it was 
only when we were able to 
get access to the internet 
that we could see that the 
final decision had been put 
back, which is disappoint¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“When the final decision 
is made we are all expect¬ 
ing Dart Energy to appeal. 
If the appeal is heard quite 
quickly - in the next few 
weeks - then we will stay 
put. However if it is going 
to be a long, drawn out legal 
process, say over 12 months, 
then we may well ‘break 
camp’ to let the ground re¬ 
cover.” 

A Dart Energy spokesman 
said: “The council planning 
officer and solicitor were 
firmly of the view that the 
application be allowed, 
however the elected mem¬ 
bers disagreed. As a result 
council procedures require 
a further planning commit¬ 
tee meeting before a for¬ 
mal decision is taken. That 
meeting has not yet been 
scheduled.”

Adcote School has offi¬ 
cially opened its new inter¬ 
national office in central

The new office has been 
opened in a bid by school 
bosses to help Nigerian pu¬ 
pils to join the school. 

Earlier this year, the 
school, in Little Ness, 
between Oswestry and 
Shrewsbury opened its first 
international office in Bei¬ 
jing in China. 

Headmaster Gary Wright 
said the new offices are part 
of a multi-million pound 
project of modernisation 
and investment in the 
school this year. 

He said the investment 
will not only improve facil¬ 
ities at Adcote School but 
also create jobs for the local 
area. Mr Wright said: “The 
investment the school has 
received is transforming the 
school site, is creating local 
jobs - with 23 created so far 
this year, and helps promote 
the town of Shrewsbury 
around the world. 

“Over the last few years, 

Adcote has developed, both 
locally and globally, a repu¬ 
tation as a school with con¬ 
sistently high standards and 
high achievements. 

“One of the priorities at 
the new office is to try to 
make an Adcote education 
as accessible as possible for 
Nigerian pupils and to as¬ 
sist in this decision making 
process.” 

Work is already under 
way to increase the school’s 
boarding facilities by 180 
beds and to build a new 
sports hall, classrooms and 
dining areas. 

The school now has nearly 
300 pupils on roll, almost 
treble the number of pupils 
fr om five years ago. 

Meeting to

A CRISIS meeting is to be 
held between hospital boss¬ 
es and NHS officials in an 
effort to solve Shropshire’s 
problem with ‘bed-block¬ 
ing’.

And hospital losses are 
concerned that the situation 
could become more acute 
with the onset of winter. 

Hospital bosses are now 
to meet with the manage¬ 
ment of Shropshire and Tel¬ 
ford Clinical Commissioning 
Groups to discuss possible 
ways of solving the problem.

A 300-year-old town hall will come 
under investigation by a team of ghost 
hunters. 

Montgomery Town Hall, near 
Welshpool, will be the centre of a 
paranormal investigation by a team 
which says the town is believed to be a 
“haunted location”. 

Television medium Stuart Dawson 
and his Simply Ghost Nights team will 
hold the event between 9pm and 2 am 
on Friday next week. 

Mr Dawson said the town’s history 
with Montgomery Castle means it 
could be haunted. 

He said: “There’s little doubt that 
public interest in all things spooky is 
at an all time high, never since Victo¬ 


rian times have so many people been 
involved in investigating the dark side. 

“There have been a number of very 
successful TV programmes running 
for several years both here in the UK 
and in the USA. This has led to this 
increase in popularity of this fascinat¬ 
ing subject. There are numerous his¬ 
torically famous haunted properties 
around the country. 

“We will be taking part in seances, 
ouija board and table tipping experi¬ 
ments and also using the latest elec¬ 
trical ghost hunting equipment as we 
delve in to the past of what is believed 
to be such a haunted location as it is 
right in the heart of so much hostility 
and historic battles over the centu¬ 


ries.” The original Town Hall, some¬ 
times referred to as the Guildhall, was 
sited in the centre of Broad Street and 
is clearly shown in the small town plan 
in John Speed’s 1610 map of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire. 

This would have been a half-tim¬ 
bered building with an open lower 
storey similar to that still standing in 
Llanidloes. In 1748, the much needed 
new town hall was designed and built 
at the west end of Broad Street by Wil¬ 
liam Baker from Audlem in Cheshire. 

There are a few places available 
for the ghost hunt but numbers are 
strictly limited.

TWO earthquakes, a killer volcano and the death of a highwayman 
are just some of the unexpected events featured in the history of a 
village near Oswestry. 

The new history of Whittington tells the story not of the village’s famous cas¬ 
tle, but of the people who lived around it and went to church opposite. 

Author Canon Lawrence Mortimer admitted that at first glance, the village didn’t seem 

- very exciting. But after 

discovering more about its 
Marcher history - and some 
of the eccentric vicars who 
had lived there - he quickly 
became engrossed in the 
Shrewsbury archives. 

“It’s not an old-looking 
church, but look at the 
churchyard wall and you 
see where swords have 
been sharpened; look at 
the church registers, and 
you find the history of the 
world,” he said. 

“From the 1750s Rector 
William Roberts used the 
official church record books 
to keep a diary. He writes 
about the progress of the 
American War of Independ¬ 
ence, reports on the death 
of a highwayman, gives 
weather updates, and de¬ 
scribes a blue mist settling 
over Europe. 

“That blue mist was the 
result of a volcanic eruption 
in Iceland in 1783 he knew 
nothing about, which was to 
cause his death and that of 
20,000 others in the UK. 

“Whittington’s most 
well-known rector William 
Walsham How, a Victorian 
hymn writer who eventually 
became a bishop, also pre¬ 
sented some surprises. He 
enjoyed writing limericks 
about his parishioners, was 
entertained by the mem¬ 
oirs of infamous Mad Jack 
Mytton and could be found 
wandering down the new 
railway tracks noting local 
fauna and flora.” 

The 24-page book is full 
of colour illustrations, in¬ 
cluding a sketch scribbled 
off by the great artist JMW 
Turner, and a unique image 
of Whittington’s long-lost 
medieval church by Shrop¬ 
shire artist Edward Wil¬ 
liams. 

Costs of publication are 
being partly met by the local 
community, but sponsorship 
is being raised to meet the 
£300 balance, which will be 
acknowledged on the colour 
cover.

Millions is 
spent on 
translation 

POLICE across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales have spent 
more than £2.5 million on 
foreign language interpret¬ 
ers over the past five years, 
according to new figures. 

The money has been 
spent helping prisoners in 
custody and providing sup¬ 
port for victims, and trans¬ 
lations have been made for 
people speaking Polish, Ro¬ 
manian and Dutch. 

But the amount spent 
by West Mercia Police, 
which covers Shropshire, 
has been declining year on 
year. Officials have put the 
shrinking figures down to a 
“downward trend” of over¬ 
all crime. 

The figures for West Mer¬ 
cia Police and Dyfed-Powys 
Police have been revealed 
through a Freedom in in¬ 
formation request, which 
revealed the two forces 
had racked up a combined 
total of £2,557,475.58. 
West Mercia Police spent 
£2,037,726.56 since 2008, 
while officers in Powys 
spent £519,749.02.

Ombudsman ruled a patient 
had been made to wait an 
“unreasonable” amount of 
time for treatment after he 
had been referred for urgent 
care. 

The patient, known only 
as Mr B, did not suffer any 
deterioration as a result of 
the decision to have his case 
downgraded. But the issue 
was brought to the ombuds¬ 
man’s attention through a 
complaint by Mr B’s son 

Mrs Bloomfield said the 
trust’s board had been told 
about significant improve¬ 
ments in waiting times 
across opthalmology ser¬ 
vices provided by the trust 
in recent months. 

She said: “While we can¬ 
not comment on individual 
cases in any detail, we take 
all complaints seriously and 
it is important that we treat 
each complaint with com¬ 
passion and empathy. 

“It is also important that 
we use complaints to learn 
where we need to make im¬ 
provements and what we 
can do better for the care of 
our patients and their fami¬ 
lies. The Parliamentary and 
Health Service Ombuds¬ 
man has an important role 
to play in scrutinising the 
complaints procedures of all 
NHS organisations. 

“The ombudsman has 
noted that in the case of 
“Mr B” we have put an ac¬ 
tion plan in place to show 
that we had learned from 
this incident. 

“Work that is taking 
place in opthalmology and 
booking and scheduling was 
discussed in detail at the 
trust board meeting, where 
members of the board heard 
about the significant im¬ 
provements in waiting times 
which have already taken 
place.”

Flytipping 
on the rise 
says new 
research 

FLYTIPPING across Shrop¬ 
shire has risen by more than 
a quarter over the past year, 
according to new figures. 

There were 1,660 reports 
of flytipping in 2013/14 
across the county - a 26 per 
cent rise from 2012/13 - and 
the figure has risen by 47 
per cent over the past three 
years. 

Flytipping in Shropshire 
is increasing at a faster rate 
than the national average 
and now stands at its high¬ 
est level for seven years, 
according to figures from 
the Department of Envi¬ 
ronment Food and Rural 
Affairs. 

Nationally, local author¬ 
ities dealt with a total of 
852,000 incidents of fly-tip- 
ping in 2013/14, an increase 
of 20 per cent since 2012/13. 

The bill for cleaning this 
up is £45 million pounds. 

Nearly two thirds of 
fly-tipping is household 
waste (66 per cent). 

The most common place 
for flytipping to occur was 
on roads, the figures re¬ 
vealed. The news has been 
greeted with anger by 
Shropshire councillor Andy 
Boddington, who said flytip¬ 
ping “desecrates our county 
and pollutes our beautiful 
landscapes”. 

He said the costs of clear¬ 
ing fly-tipping in Shropshire 
has risen from £74,000 a 
year to £106,000 in the past 
three years. Councillor Bod¬ 
dington, who represents 
Ludlow North, said: “I am 
really angry that fly-tipping 
is growing in Shropshire.” 

“It desecrates our county 
and pollutes our beautiful 
landscapes.Fly-tipping is 
a national problem but it 
is growing faster here in 
Shropshire than the rest of 
England. Three years ago, 
there 1,129 fly-tipping in¬ 
cidents across Shropshire. 
Last year there were 1,660 
c ases” _ 

Devolution 
of powers is 
supported 

SHROPSHIRE Council 
leader Keith Barrow has 
joined with his peers across 
the country in calling on the 
Government to devolve as 
many powers as possible to 
local authorities. 

Mr Barrow said that fol¬ 
lowing the debate over Scot¬ 
tish independence, it was 
clear that England needs to 
have more powers devolved 
to local councils. 

He said: “Considering 
that Scotland gets some¬ 
thing about £1,600 per head 
more funding than England 
we need more powers. 

“That is why you don’t 
get tuition fees in Scotland.” 

“But I think for starters, 
we should have full respon¬ 
sibility for all the roads in 
Shropshire and we should 
get the budget to go with it,” 
he added.

NOVEMBER, when autuffl be¬ 
gins to hint at giving way to win¬ 
ter, is one of the best months to 
see wildlife in Shropshire. 

As I’ve mentioned in previous col¬ 
umns, the leaves are gone and the 
grasses reduced. 

Avian enthusiasts are also treated to an 
influx of migrants, most obviously in the 
form of fieldfares and redwings and perhaps 
slightly more electrifying - the waxwings. 

But down by the water’s edge there are 
other migrants and ones that you perhaps 
wouldn’t think of putting on the ‘usual 
suspects’ list. There are two reasons why 
the water rail would be a less than obvious 
choice. It is itself less-than-obvious and in¬ 
deed if a single creature was ever worthy 
of a single, descriptive word, then feasibly 
‘skulking’ and ‘water rail’ would marry 
very happily together. 

A secretive, enigmatic bird, the water 
rail is wide, yet thinly spread across the 
UK. Because of its nature, it is an inhabit¬ 
ant of thick reed margins and dense aquatic 
vegetation. However those traits betray it 
somewhat at this time of the year because 
not only does the vegetation disappear, but 
our native population is bolstered by new 
arrivals from Northern Europe. If there 
was ever a ‘time’ to seek out this mysteri¬ 
ous bird, now is it. 

The water rail has chestnut-brown and 
black upper-parts, a grey face and un¬ 
der-parts and black-and-white barred 
flanks. Superficially it may well appear sim¬ 
ilar to a moorhen, but its defining feature is 
a beautiful long, red bill. 

It is more active at dawn and dusk and

And 
what a sound! Only the other day I was ex¬ 
amining my camera trap at the local lake 
and as I waded cautiously through the dying 
reeds, I was startled to hear an ear-splitting 
squeal not 10 yards from my position in a 
clump of reedmace. I froze, not wanting to 
scare the animal further and after a couple 
more shrieks, grunts and squeals it dawned 
upon me that this was not a mired pig, but a 
water rail doing what it does best and being 
heard rather than seen. It was not until I 
checked the camera footage that I actually 
saw the culprit (see ‘Ben Waddams Wildlife 
Artist’ Facebook page for a short video). 

The word “sharming” has been coined 
to describe the water rail’s call, which, as I 
experienced first-hand is a mixture of low- 
pitched grunts and high-pitched squealsln 
fact the ‘sharming’ is so loud that as well as 
giving the unsuspecting naturalist a bit of a 
fright, it can also be heard by any predator 
within a half mile. To combat this water rail 
mothers, a little callously perhaps, simply 
tend to lay a large brood of eggs. With up to 
12 chicks to come between you and a stoat 
or mink, the adult birds can seemingly be as 
loud as they want.

No plans set for 
food waste bins, 
insist officials 

THE Government has “no plans” to force councils to bring 
in separate food waste collections, officials have said. 

Collections of leftover food have increased and offi¬ 
cial guidance can help local authorities looking into such 
schemes, but there are no plans to compel councils to adopt 
them, the Government said in a response to a report by 
MPs on reducing waste. 

But the Parliamentary Environmental Audit Committee 
(EAC) said the Government had “its head in the sand”, and 
was refusing to take steps to reduce the amount of food and 
resources that were wasted in the country. 

It comes after Shropshire Council trialled food waste col¬ 
lections over 12 weeks at homes in Bayston Hill, Hanwood 
and Meole Brace in Shrewsbury between July and Septem¬ 
ber, along with cardboard collections. 

People living in north and south Shropshire can dispose 
of unwanted food in their green recycling bin, but no de¬ 
cision has yet been made for the Shrewsbury area since 
the trial. 

Powys County Council introduced weekly food waste col¬ 
lections five years ago. each home has a caddy with liner 
and meat, fish, cheese, bread and tea bags are among the 
items which can be put inside. 

The EAC report published earlier this year on “ending 
the throwaway society” called for measures including sep¬ 
arate food waste collections and a ban on food being sent 
to landfill. 

EAC chairwoman Joan Walley said: “The disposable so¬ 
ciety simply isn’t sustainable in the twenty-first century.” 

The MPs said more than a third of food waste goes to 
landfill, where it produces potent greenhouse gas methane, 
but leftover food could be used in “anaerobic digestion”, 
a process which produces green energy and fertiliser for 
parks and agriculture. 

It also called for lower VAT on recycled products and for 
a phased-in requirement for new products to be recyclable. 

In its response, the Government said VAT was controlled 
by the European Union. 

It said that it had no plans to require that all products 
coming on to the market to be recyclable. 

But the Government said it was working with industry to 
investigate options for extended warranty periods on elec¬ 
trical and electronic products and the contribution more 
resource-efficient businesses models could make.

IT doesn’t look at all sporty 
and power goes to the 
‘wrong’ wheels for a BMW 
but the latest model from the 
Bavarian car maker is going 
to cause some large ripples 
in the sales pond. 

For BMW expects the majority 
buyers of a new 2 Series Active 
Tourer to come from other brands, 
and half of them to be mature 
empty nesters, more likely to 
transport their grandchildren than 
their own offspring.

BMW hopes by adding two extra 
doors to the recently launched 
third generation MINI, it will in¬ 
troduce the car to a wider audi¬ 
ence. 

Granted, the Countryman might 
also be a genuine five-door car, but 
MINI’S take on this apparent duplica¬ 
tion is that the Countryman is an SUV, 
albeit a small one, making it an unfair 
comparison. 

So, what we have here is a slightly longer 
MINI hatch - all the better to accommodate 
rear seat occupants - boasting more cabin 
and boot space, plus the added flexibility 
to attract families and active types seeking 
a more practical MINI hatch. 



You’ll have to look closely to really spot 
the changes in the transition from three 
to five doors. The extra length is modest 
(72mm between the wheels) and it does 
little to harm the look of this third-gen car’s 
already expanded dimensions. 

Inside this five-door model is the now 
familiar new-look MINI fascia, complete 
with oversize central display, tweaked mi¬ 
nor controls, the inclusion of a BMW-style 
i-Drive controller and chunky steering 
wheel. The result is a car that retains the 
trademark BMW era MINI look, but also 
boasts a more mature, grown-up feel. 

Welcome 

No question, this expanded MINI will be 
a welcome sight for anyone with a small 
family looking to remain faithful to the 
brand. The car’s rear doors aren’t the larg¬ 
est and access could be more accommo¬ 
dating, but once inside there’s reasonable 
legroom even for adults. 

The car’s boot also receives a 
welcome boost, as along with the flexible 
boot floor and additional storage, folding 
the rear seats liberates a decent amount of 
space. 

Despite the expanded dimensions of 
the five-door car, it remains loyal to the 
fun ethos of the three-door model. On the 
move, the extra length and weight barely 
registers, which means you can still throw 
the car around if so inclined. 

At launch, the choice between Cooper 
S petrol and Cooper SD diesel means the 
difference between a feisty, rev-happy ex¬ 
perience and a more relaxed but no less 
potent one, respectively.

can also be had with BMW’s six-speed 

dual clutch transmissions if you don’t fan¬ 
cy the extra workout associated with the 
manual shifters. 

Factor in a switchable eco-normal-sport 
mode plus optional electronic sports 
damping and you don’t need to sacrifice 
a thing in the pursuit of a performance 
MINI driving experience despite the car’s 
increased focus on practicality. 

In basic trim the car benefits from a few 
options, although these can prove surpris¬ 
ingly good value. 


Likewise engine choice, as BMW’s ef- 

forts to reduce consumption and emis¬ 
sions have resulted in some seriously 
tax-friendly numbers. Plus, spec your car 
well and you won’t lose your shirt when it’s 
time to sell it on. 

It’s pretty obvious that the five-door 
hatch will likely appeal to buyers seeking a 
little more space for a growing family. And 
if you just want some added versatility this 
model is probably a smarter choice than 
the larger Countryman, especially if the 
whole SUV culture isn’t your thing.

How many visits do new car buy¬ 
ers make to a showroom when 
they’re considering changing 
the family holdall parked on the 
drive? 

A few years ago the answer was 
a round half dozen; yes, six trips 
through the showroom doors as the 
potential buyer weighed up the merits 
of the metal temptation sitting under 
the spotlights. 

Now that same shopper visits a show¬ 
room ONCE, and then probably with a 
print out of the best price they’ve found 
on the internet. The main question to the 
sales staff is: “OK, then, can you match this 
figure?” 

Which means first impressions count 
more than ever, with only a single chance 
to romance a buyer into signing on the bot¬ 
tom line. Better start with a good looking 
car, then. 

The man who made the new Peugeot 
108 look the way it does is a sharp-dress¬ 
ing Dutchman called Ivo Groen, design 
director for this model, and for the car it 
replaces, the strong selling 107. 

He’s honest enough to admit the two 
cars share rather a lot of the bits you can’t 
see, and they’re built in the same factory 
in the Czech Republic as the new Toyota 
Aygo and Citroen Cl, so making them look 
different is vitally important. 

Are old and new baby Peugeots as dif¬ 
ferent as chalk and cheese? There is hon¬ 
esty again in Ivo’s answer: “No, they’re like 
cheese and cheese because they share 
the same roots. But while the 107 is the 


kind of cheese you would have with a ba¬ 
guette, the 108 is a cheese you would like 
to eat with a nice glass of red wine.” 

What a very French way of thinking, from 
a Dutchman, no less. 

But he’s right, the 108 does look a more 
sophisticated take on minimal motoring 
than the 107. 

Crucially, it also looks a lot more sepa¬ 
rated in style from the other two near iden¬ 
tically engineered and priced rivals from 
the same factory. 

And like the Toyota and Citroen, there 
are any number of ways you can make 
your own 108 look more different still. 

Specification 

The new range starts at £8,245 for an 
Access model with 1.0 litre engine, three 
doors and a specification that includes 
electric windows and remote central lock¬ 
ing, but won’t be bought by many attract¬ 
ed to a new 108. They are much more 
likely to head for something like an Active 
grade car (from £9,495) and the goodies it 
brings, from air conditioning to DAB digital 
radio and a seven inch touchscreen. 

Passing through the Allure we reach the 
pinnacle of 108 motoring with the Feline 
grade, from £11,845. That brings a larger, 
1.2 litre engine and temptations like alloy 
wheels, dual zone air conditioning and 
eather seats. So, a grown up spec in a little 
car. 

Then we get to the bit Peugeot hopes 
will have you ticking the options’ boxes; 
with the standout extra a folding fabric roof 
for £850 that lets a lot of light into the car, 
even though it’s rather less the Cabrio that 
Peugeot calls it than a giant sunroof. 

You can then go mad with add-on patch¬ 
es of colour inside and out. Perhaps a

dashboard striped like a supermarket bar 
code gone colour crazy, or a two tone fin¬ 
ish, perhaps in purple and grey? Fancy a 
style upgrade after you’ve bought the car 
and your dealer will happily change a trim 
panel or two to suit your fancy. 

That won’t make the car drive different¬ 
ly, of course, but it’s pretty good in stand¬ 
ard form anyway. The little engine sounds 
enthusiastic as it pulls you along at a per¬ 
fectly reasonable pace, while recording an 
impressive 57.6mpg on a test run over city, 
country and motorway tarmac. 

There’s not much room in the rear (and 
the boot is small) but this is a car designed 


for life in the city, where the optional and 
dearer 1.2 litre engine would prove of lit¬ 
tle benefit. It pulls better once out of the 
30mph limit and still topped 50mpg, but for 
most people, most of the time, the little en¬ 
gine will do the job just fine.

Panda that’s a little bit cross

How do you make a Panda Cross? 
Well since we’re talking the cute 
but not furry new ‘baby’ from 
Fiat, hiding its bamboo shoots 
wouldn’t do at all. 

To make their Panda Cross, Fiat’s en¬ 
gineers have beefed up the popular 4x4 
city car with some rough, tough styling 
and impressive extra capability to make 
a beast that’s as much at home in the 
wild as in the streets. 

It’s a pretty rare beast, too. I’ve probably 
killed off some of my few remaining brain 
cells trying to think of a car which matches 
it in both areas - ride and refinement on the 
road and off-road ability that would put some 
very much more expensive SUVs to shame. 

There are a number of small cars with four 
wheel drive these days, including the stand¬ 
ard Panda 4x4, which offer the reassurance 
of all-wheel drive on winter roads, and are 
capable of the odd foray onto the beach or 
field. But the Panda Cross is designed to 
tackle much rougher terrain when needed, 
and to prove the point Fiat let Britain’s mo¬ 
toring writers loose in the woods of a country 
estate and a muddy, flooded quarry - both 
of which the car took in its stride. 

It shares the same small, economical en¬ 
gines as the standard Panda, but its secret 
is light weight, increased ground clearance, 
a redesigned front and rear end to allow it to 
tackle steeper climbs or descents, and steel 
plates to protect vital components under¬ 
neath from being damaged by stones and 
tree stumps. 

In the engine bay, the air intakes are po¬ 
sitioned considerably higher so you don’t 
‘drown’ the engine event in relatively deep 


water. All-season tyres, a range of electron¬ 
ic aids and a fast-acting, three-mode four- 
wheel drive system help provide the neces¬ 
sary traction on mud and wet grass. 

But of the electronic aid which consider¬ 
ably adds to the Panda Cross’s capabilities 
is hill descent control, a system first seen on 
Land Rovers and later BMW SUVs but not 
in cars of this class and price (from just un¬ 
der £16,000). It largely does away with the 
need for a second, heavy and expensive 
low-range gear box. Through the ABS sys¬ 
tem it uses pulses of braking to keep your 
progress to little more than walking pace 
down steep slopes without losing grip and 
‘tobogganing,’ out of control to your doom. 


Faith 


As part of the test, the Fiat techies sug¬ 
gested tackling a wet, muddy 45-degree 
slope in neutral: anathema to someone so 
used to using low-range first gear to control 
speed in such circumstances. It was a leap 
of faith, but I tried it and the car didn’t let us 
down. We crept down the slope perfectly un¬ 
der control as the electronics and hydraulics 
did all the hard work. 

That one system alone makes you so 
much safer off-road than any of the many 
competitors who don’t have either hill de¬ 
scent control or low-range gears. 

At just over 1,000g, light weight means 
the small engines of 80bhp (diesel) or 85bhp 
(petrol) are capable on the uphill bits, too. 
The petrol version has a specially designed 
six-speed gear box with a ‘crawler’ first gear, 
while the diesel relies on its lower revving, 
torquey character to the same effect. 

Light weight and small engines have an¬ 
other benefit, too: fuel economy of 60.1 and 
57.6mpg respectively, low emissions and 
low rates of road tax. 

It was a pleasant surprise that all those 



ingredients of an excellent off-roader - in¬ 
creased ride height, all-season tyres and 
tough suspension - don’t compromise the 
Panda Cross on the road where it will spend 
most of its time. 

Both engines are quiet at higher road 
speeds and the ride is as smooth and com¬ 
pliant as you’d expect of a modern city car, 
with no hint of the old off-roader ‘rock and 
roll’ to make your passengers car sick. 

Cornering appears unaffected, too, and of 
course you have electronic stability control 
and the automatic four-wheel drive to give 
you extra security. 

The Cross is, of course, virtually identi¬ 
cal in size to its Panda stablemates, except 
when it comes to height thanks largely to 
the bigger, 15-inch alloys and special tyres. 


The cabin is tall, too, with big areas of 
glass and you immediately feel the higher 
seating position which leaves you looking 
down on most hatchback drivers. 

Like its stablemates, the Panda Cross 
seats four in comfort and there’s 225 litres 
of boot space, increasing to 870 litres with 
the rear seats folded. 

Traction control, stability control, hill de¬ 
scent control, three-mode terrain control 
and diff lock are standard on both Panda 
Cross models. Other standard equipment 
is pretty comprehensive, too, with cli¬ 
mate control, electric windows and door 
mirrors, an audio system with Bluetooth, 
split/fold rear seats, and a leather steering 
wheel with remote controls included.

A CLOUD continues to hang 
over the future of Morda 
United who have been told 
they should not compete in 
the Welsh League.

The move has angered of¬ 
ficials from the Montgomer¬ 
yshire League and the club 
who have vowed to fight on 
as they bid to keep football 
alive in the village. 

■ Manager Mike Parry 
was left to rue two poor de¬ 
cisions as Guilsfield’s hopes 
of a run in the Welsh Cup 
were downed at Cymru Al¬ 
liance rivals Caernarfon 
Town. 

A 66th minute free kick 
from Lee McArdle proved 
enough to separate the sides 
in an evenly poised second 
round tie, but Parry felt the 
outcome could have been 
different had his charges 
had the rub of the green.
